But childishness, which ¡s always on the outlook for 
slights and pouts in the corner with feelings hurt, 
is unconverted childlikeness, and is an abomination 
unto the Lord. 


There is no place for resentment or for spite 
when Christ is Lord. 
Such a one can’t hold a grudge.

point econom ic program 
for

national economy, viz: 
(1) H igher wages. 
(2) S horter hours. 
(I) Low er prices. 
(4) 
G reater volum e of produc­ 
tion and larger to tal profits. 
I have never suggested th a t all 
four of thes« could be put into 
operation by executive flat a t six in 
the evening and nationw ide h ap p i­ 
ness and prosperity assured by six 
in the m orning. 
I have advanced these four pol­ 
icies as the Im perative bases of a 
policy th a t will keep our industrial 
and ag ricu ltu ral system s going con­ 
cerns m inistering effectively to the 
lives of the m illions, reducing the 
cost and raisin g the 
stan d ard 
of 
th eir living. 
The New Deal h as taken some of 
the points and 
reversed 
others, 
com ing out in an economic philos­ 
ophy th a t m eans, w hen stripped of 
all cam paign rhetoric, th a t the road 
to prosperity lies through: 
(1) H igher w ages. 
(2) S horter hours. 
(3) H igher prices. 
(4) 
Sm aller volum e of produc­ 
tion and lesser total profit«. 
T his com bination is abortive as 
resu lts have shown. 
The 
higher 
prices offset any advantage th at 
higher w ages m ight 
m ean. 
The 
consum ers cannot 
buy 
so 
m any 
goods a t higher prices as they can 
a t low er prices, hence the 
volume 


of production m ust 
relatively 
go 
down, and to tal profits shrink 
in 
the long run. And unless m ore and 
m ore goods and services are pro­ 
duced, the national w ealth is 
not 
increased 
and 
living 
standards 
m ust go down. 
W e are not 
producing 
enough 
now to g i\e th e m illions access t® 
civilized 
living 
standards. 
W® 
m ust speed up th e natio n ’s produc­ 
tion. O therw ise 
we 
are 
playing 
fast and loose w ith the 
confidence 
of the m asses when we talk 
about 
the ab u n d an t life for them . 
And 
we m ust get 
prices 
down 
both 
through lower production costs and 
larger output. Low er prices is th® 
surest and quickest way to spread 
buying pow er and

actual hands of consum ers the a c t­ 
ual goods and services th a t will lift 
th eir living standards. 
If these tw o
